Western Electrician has the 
following to say concerning the new 
cars now in use on this division of 
the I. & C : 
At the present time the, Indianapolis 
& Oininnati Traction 
company 
is 
giving two 
hour 
service 
between 
Hushville and 
Indianapolis. 
They 
have at present 10 cars which were 
built by the St. Louis Car company , 
each of which measures 55 feet over 
all. 
The cars are divided into three 
com partments; one arranged to carry 
baggage, 
the 
center 
compartment 
being fixed up as a smoker, while the 
main compartment at the other end 
has a seating capacity for 38 people. 
The cars are handsomely finished in 
fine mahogany with plate glass w in­ 
dows and art glass in the ventilators. 
The trucks are of the M. G. B. ty pe, 
made by the 
Baldwin 
Locomotive 
Works, and are mounted upon steel- 
tired wheels 3 inches in diameter and 
provided with six-inch axles and five 
by nine inch journals. 
The electri­ 
cal equipment consists of four 7 5-horse 
power single-phase alternating cur­ 
rent motors of the commutator, series- 
wound ’ ty pe, mounted two 
to 
the 
track. 
The equipment includes the 
unit-switch sy stem of m utliplecontrol 
so that the cars may be operated either 
singly" or in trains. 
In view of the fact that these cars 
are to be operated by both direct and 
alternating onrrent, 
the 
rheostatic 
sy stem of control was adopted. 
The 
motors arc geared for a maximum 
speed of 45 miles an hour and are a r­ 
ranged for a schedule speed of 30 miles 
an hour, which has been adopted for 
local service. 
Stops will be made at 
all of the cities and towns and at the 
principal 
crossings of the country . 
To properly take care of the through 
service, additional 
“ lim ited” 
cars 
will be ran at an early date. 
These 
limited cars will be equipped with 
four 150-horse-pow'er motors and will 
be arranged for a sclie Inle speed of 
from 50 to 80 miles an hour, as, under 
provisions of the various franchises 
under which the company operates, 
they w ill not have to make stops in 
the country or in the smaller towns 
and will be required to make only one 
stop at each of the larger intervening 
cities. 
IGis’expected that when the 
road is completed from Indianapolis 
to Oiucinnati these limited cars will 
be able to make the through trip from 
the reuter of one city to the center of 
the other in three hours time. 
The road has been built with a 
view’ to handling heavy freight even to 
the extent of carry ing 
it in 
long 
trains and it is confidently expected 
that the use of a high voltage on the 
trolley wire and the sliding contact 
bow trolley will make such a service 
possible without experiencing the diffi­ 
culties which have heretofore, been 
encountered when a ¡heavy freight 
service has been attempted with di­ 
rect current operation. 
Each car is equipped with two trol- 
ley s—out? of the bow ty pe designed 
for high-potential service, 
the other 
a modified form of the union standard 
trolley , intended for use on the direct 
current line in^Iudianapolis and the

Senator Kirk man of Richmond, 
who introduced the b ill, called it up 
and asked for its immediate passage 
Senator Slack, a Democratic leader, 
was on his feet instantly for the pur­ 
pose of interposing some parliamen­ 
tary stumb ling b lock and was evident­ 
ly primed for a good political speech, 
when Senator Benz, who has b een a 
memb er of the legislature off and on 
for over thirty years, forestalled him 
b y

q uestion. 
Benz has b een a life-long Democrat, 
and he did not like the reapportion- 
ment b ill, b ut he knew the futility o f 
speechmaking against it, so he shut 
it off with the aid of the Repub licans, 
who saw the humor of the situation 
and promptly took advantage of It. 


With a dull and thickening thud 
the railroad lob b y went down and out 
wncn the Indianapolis track elevation 
b ill was put through the house under 
suspension of rulea. 
John B. Cock- 
rum, chief of the railroad lob b y, of­ 
fered some days ago to b et $ 1.000 that 
this measure would never b ecome a 
law. 
The action on this b ill was due 
largely to the agitation that has b een 
going on here for several years to ele­ 
vate the tracks, b ut there is no doub t 
b ut some memb ers voted for it for the 
sole purpose of reb uking a dictatorial 
lob b y. 
A tendency to lampoon b ig 
corporations and restrict them as far 
as possib le has b een apparent from 
the b eginning of the session, which 
was no small factor in forcing this 
important piece of legislation on the 
railroads. 
The b ill provides that the 
railroads shall b ear 7 5 per cent of the 
cost of the improvement and the city 
25 per cent, except where the street­ 
car company and interurb ans are af­ 
fected, and then they shall b ear a 
small per cent. 
It is also provided 
that there shall b e 1 per cent erade 
in the elevation if the city sees fit to 
have It that great. The railroad cora- 
pnn 6? estimate that It would cost b e­ 
tween $ 7,000.000 and $ 8.000.000 to ele­ 
vate the tracks here and provide new 
freight terminals. 
It may also b « 
necessary to make extensive improve­ 
ments in the Union station.

Acting on a suggestion from Attor­ 
ney General Charles W. Miller. Judge 
Alford of the Marion county criminal 
court has issued a special summons 
for the grand Jury t 
meet Monday 
morning to investigate the charges of 
attempted b rib ery made b y Represen­ 
tative Ananias Baker of Fulton coun­ 
ty, against ex-Senator O. A. Baker of 
Marion, lob b yist for the tob acco trust. 
The fact that a special session of 
the grand jury has b een called is re­ 
garded b y many as an indication that 
the attorney general and the investi­ 
gating committee have gained pos­ 
session of threads of evidence that 
may b ear fruit if pursued further. 
Memb ers of the investigating commit­ 
tee said that Representative Ba^er 
has b een unab le to throw any new 
light on the matter. 
There was considerab le discussion 
among them today as to whether or 
not an effort should b e made to throw 
a drag-net over the entire legislature 
in hopes of getting clues that would 
settle the q uestion of whether or not 
an attempt was made to b rib e other 
memb ers. 
Representative 
Baker 
caused 
a 
flutter of excitement b y asking rec­ 
ognition from Speaker Cantwell. 
It 
was evident that he had something to 
say ab out the b rib ery case. 
He faced 
the memb ers and declared that he had 
not said that he had seen other mem­ 
b ers accept letters from 
Lob b yist 
Baker. 
“I don’t know you all. b ut I know 
most of you. and i nave found that 
you are all perfect gentlemen.” he 
said. 
“I am satisfied that you are all 
honest men. and I would not b e afraid 
to trust my pocketb ook to any man 
of you.” 
With this unq ualified endorsement 
of his colleagues he sat down, and 
what promised to b e another climax 
to the case was generally regarded 
as a humorous feature, although there 
was no q uestion as to the sincerity 
of Mr. Baker. 
The house passed the Indianapolis 
track elevation b ill under suspension 
of rules. 
Chairman Sayre of the ways and 
means committee introduced a b ill 
transferring the sinking fund levy of 
3 cents to the general fund levy for 
1905. 1906 and 1907. 
The transfer is 
necessary to provide revenues for the 
hea\T appropriations to b e made this 
session for new state institutions 
The only increase in the general fax 
levy will he 3-5 of 1 cent for aid to 
schools In townships that are too poor 
to provide for long terms. 
A strong plea for the ab olishment 
of the death penalty was made in the 
senate 
The matter was b rought up 
when Senator Kimb rough offered an 
amendment to the new criminal code 
striking out the provision for the 
death penalty. 
Senator Kimb rough 
spoke with much feeling. 
He said It 
had b een one of the dreams of his life 
to help ab olish the death 
“Only the poor are hanged.’ 
"Since I have b een a memb er of the 
northern prison b oard thirteen men 
have b een hanged. 
Not one of them 
had money to hire a lawyer to defend 
him, 
“The state of Indiana has made ed 
ucation compulsory, yet It punishes 
b y death the very men whoae ignor 
ance leads them to commit crime.” 
He maintained that fear of imprison 
ment for life is a much greater deter 
rent of crime than the death penalty.

Senator

cuted more murder trials than any j 
attorney in the senate, yet he never 
j 
asked a jury to inflict the death pen- 
j 
alty. “If I were a judge in a trial in 
which a man was to b e sentenced to 
death I would resign rather than pro 
nownce that sentence.” said he. 
“If 
T were the warden of a prison called 
upon to hang a man T would resign 
sooner than hang him 
I would not 
have his b iood on my hands.” 
The amendment was lost b y a vote 
of 26 to 15. The senate adopted sev­ 
eral amendments to the criminal code 
one of them providing for state trr 
prison meet o« a person convicted fo^ 
the third time of carrying concealed I 
weapons.

T H E R A ILR O A D FIREM AN . 


Bnlldlnfif a Fir« * In a L orom otlvs /« 
Not nn Kttmy J ob. 
The average citizen m anages to set 
the house In nn uproar every tim e he 
has to m ake a fire In the heater, but 
his job la a trifle in comparison w ith 
w hat a railroad fireman faces when a 
new fire has to be built in a locomo­ 
tive. Aa a starter about 200 pounds of 
wood are necessary to fire up the or­ 
dinary engine. The wood used la old 
railroad ties cut into convenient blocks. 
W hen the fire box has been lined w ith 
wood it is drenched w ith oii, and the 
m atch la applied. 
As soon as the fire gains headw ay 
forced d ra ft is applied, the operation 
necessary 
being 
perform ed 
in 
the 
roundhouse, where all apparatus for 
quickly producing high tem perature is 
a t hand. W hen a good bed of blazing 
wood lias been produced the fireman 
gets busy w ith his shovel, placing coal 
In even layers over tne flames. This 
part of the work is hard on the back, 
and the aggrieved individual whose 
woes are evident to the whole block 
when be labors w ith the heater would 
go down and out in the first m inute at 
i t U nder the forced d raft it is only a 
few m inutes before the coal has been 
reduced to a sheet of em bers a t w hite 
beat, and by this tim e there is enough 
steam pressure generated to perm it of 
the locomotive being moved under its 
own power. 
Continuous ref >rt to the shovel on 
the part of the fireman does the rest. 
It Is only about once a month that a 
new tire is built In a locomotive while 
In service. The balance of the tim e the 
fire is kept alight by being banked 
when the iron horse is not on the road.

W ashington. Feb. 2; —In the house 
of representatives the fight of many 
years waged against the appropriation 
of $i30,600 for rental of the old New 
York custom house, resulted in a vic­ 
tory, Mr. Hemenway of Indiana, chair­ 
man of the com m ittee on appropria­ 
tions, being unable to m uster sufficient 
strength to retain the provision 
. in 
the bill. 
The opposition was led by 
Mr. Sulzer, of Newr York, supported 
by Mr. W illiam s of M ississippi, the 
m inority leader, both of whom de­ 
nounced the expenditure as a public 
scandal, and in the interest of the 
Standard Oil company, which it is al-— 
leged, was behind the N ational City 
bank, the purchaser of the building 
from the governm ent. 
Although the 
bank was alleged to have bought the 
property for $3,000.001) and to have 
credited the amoqjit to the govern­ 
m ent, it developed that no title had 
passed to it, and in consequence it 
was paying no taxes to the state of 
New York. 
The failure of the govern­ 
m ent to give a deed was ascribed to 
be due to the influences of the S tan­ 
dard Oil company. 
Mr. Sulzer strong­ 
ly opposed the provision for ren t of 
the old custom house, saying it was 
“the old. bew hiskered. longstanding 
steal of the City N ational hank.” 
“It is a notorious scandal, a steal 
and a fraud.” he vigorously asserted, 
and he could not understand why the 
City National bank has not been com­ 
pelled to pay to the governm ent the 
$3.000,000 
purchase money for 
the 
building instead of the money simply 
being transferred on the bank's books, 
except that it was due to the influence 
behind the bank. 
Every man In this 
cham ber knows what that influence 
is,” he said. 
“ It is the influence of 
the great Standard Oil trust, that 
owns that bank, and the influence that 
bank has had in governm ental affairs 
of this country.” 
Explaining that he was not defend­ 
ing the contract, which was made by 
Mr. Gage, who was then secretary of 
the treasury. Mr. Hem enway contend 
ed that If the am ount for rent was not 
appropriated the hank could go into 
court and get a judgm ent. 
Mr. Hemenway adm itted in reply to 
Mr. W illiam s *hat no deed had passed 
from the gov< rnm ent to the bank and 
that the bank was not paying taxes 
for the building. 
Mr. Hemenway in­ 
sisted that ex-Secretary Gage was not 
being charged with having com m itted 
a crim e, but with having m ade a bad 
contract. 
“He has not com m itted a crim e!” 
interjected Mr. Sulzer. "W hy, as soon 
as we got an honest president he had 
to get out of the cabinet.” 
A plain statem ent of the facts In 
the case was dem anded by Mr. 
1- 
liama, who disclaim ed being in the 
habit of lightly charging political op­ 
ponents 
with 
moral 
or 
financial 
wrongs. 
He did not criticise the orig 
inal transaction, but he asserted it ] 
was the subsequent dealings that were 
surrounded with fraud in order to oh j 
tain cam paign contributions. 
Mr. Hemenway insisted that as con- j 
gress had author!zed the Contract for j 
the sale of the building to the hank, it , 
was the duty of the governm ent to I 
comply with its term s. 
The original 
act providing for the sale he credited j 
to a Dem ocratic congress 
Mr. W illiam s (M iss ) saidHhe whole j 
transaction was stam ped with fraud ] 
and dishonor. 
A motion by Mr. Sul­ 
zer to strike out the provision pre- j 
vailed. # 3 to 77. 
The action in strik- j 
Ing out the provision was on a strict- I 
ly party rote.
